gullies. 


The control of eiosion on these 


farms, however, is only one of the 
benefits of the work. U has afforded 
farmers throughout the entire section 
an opjjortunily to sec in actual oper- 
ation on farms just like their own the 
best known methods of erosion control 
nnd many of the.se practices have 
spread to other farms. 


Outdoor life, healthful work, good 


food and sanitary conditions provided 
at the cam]) have improved ihe health 
of the cnrollees. Their muscles have 
hardened, they have gained in weight, 
and they have acquired new and val- 
uable knowledge in practical and edu- 
cational work in the camps. 


When their period of enrollment Ls 


over, many of them will go back to 
farm homes and spread for and wide 
the knowledge they huve gained from 
their work in the camp.

many 


peaches arc still alive on the Elberta 
trees, and that the damage by the 
free/e of last Saturday night to the 
early varieties of peaches was neg- 
ligible, says the Nashville News. 


Many orelxardists who at first be- 


lieved their crops had been practically 
wiped out have found that after the 
thaw-out and a few days of warmer 
weather, their trees still hold many 
live peaches, in a few instances as 
heavy a crop as the trees should bear.

New York Senate the other day, when it refused to change 
the name of the state Division of Social Hygiene, in the 
Health Department, to the Division of Syphilis Control. 


"I say this word is not decent," declared an angry senator. 


"It would be the dirtiest clay's work we ever performed if we 
passed this bill." 
Most of the senators seem to have agreed; for the bill 


was voted down, 30 to 10.

Exercise in Water Has Great Vogue in Infantile 


Paralysis Treatment

One of the methods of treating in- 


fafttile paralysis which is now in an 
experimental stage U the injection of 
serum from a person who has recently 
recover from the disease. This is 
called convalescent serum. 


There seems to be no certainty o! 


opinion as yet among physicians as to 
the exact value of this method. In 
one part of the United States, doctors 
in general seem to be convinced tha 
early use of the serum will help pre- 
vent extension of the disease and also 
limit the number of muscles involved 
Elsewhere, however, doctors do no 
seem to be convinced that the serum 
has any real value in this connection 


Exercise in water as a means of en- 


couraging the activities of weakened 
muscles has recently been having a 
great vogue, particularly because of 
the type of work carried on at the 
Georgia Warm Springs Foundation 
-with th* co-operation of President 
Roosevelt. 


The chief advantages of the swim- 


ming p°°l method is the aid that is 
derived from support of the weaken- 
ed muscles by the buoyancy of the 
water. The swimming pool itself, of 
course, is not a cure for paralyzed 
muscles. 


At such pools competent teachers 


Ate available who encourage use of 
weakened tissues, control the pa- 


tient's rest and activities, and do ev- 
erything possible to handle each case 
scientifically, 


Another advantage is that under 


these conditions, patients see other vic- 
tims who frequently are not so wel 
off as themselves, and are thereby en- 
couraged to make greater efforts lead- 
ing toward cure. 


Besides getting water exercise, how- 


ever, these patients must be treatec 
with all other methods, known to med- 
ical science, in order to preserve their 
general hygiene. 


The patients must be moved suffi- 


ciently to ward off bed sores. They 
must be protected against secondary 
infections, particularly of the nose ant 
throat. And they must not be allow- 
ed to lie continuously on their backs 
Turning the patient to the side wil 
aid in permitting him to get rid oi 
mucus and saliva which collect in the 
mouth.

Overworked Land 
Should Be Retired 


Steep Land Shouldn't Bear 


Heavy Work of Grow- 


ing Field Crops 


Idle acres on the fnrm mean that 


some of the land is doing more thnn 
\<f share of the crop-producing job, ac- 
cording to Crnig Rosborough, project 
malinger of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vico area nt Hope. 


Growing 
clenn-cultlvnled 
crops, 


which remove Inrge amounts of plant 
food from the soil and lenvo the sur- 
face of the ground exposed to the 
trosivo action of run-off water, is the 
hardest job lhat farm land has to per- 
form. 


In the Soil Conservation Service 


iireit, many over-worked acres of stoop 
and eroded land are being1 "retired'^ 
from cultivation and given jobs of 
growing trees or close-growing crops 
of criisscs which furnish needed pas- 
turnge and protest the soil from ero- 
sion. 


On more gentle slopes, where the 


drain of erosion is less severe, the 
Imrtl work of growing row crops is be- 
ing divided into "shifts'1 by the use 
of strip crops of legumes and small 
grains and by rotation of the strips 
from year to year. 


Idle acres that have been loafing on 


the job nre put to work if the physical 
condition of the soil permits or are 
assigned to the task of producing grass 
or trees if the. land is too steep and 
badly eroded. More grass and wood- 
land usually give a more balanced 
fiirm program. 


Better workiing conditions for the 


Inml are provided in cultivated fields 
by terraces and in pastures by contour 
furrows. They make the job of pro- 
ducing crops and grasses easier by 
holding moisture in the soil. 


Farmers in the project eras are find- 


ing that their job is easier, too, when 
every acre is working at the job it is 
best able to perform.
